door awaiting admission. 

Mr. Roberts looked careworn. His sec- 
was with him, and two others 
said to be of his faith. He was prepared 
to continue his argument on the demur- 
rer of the right of the committee to try 
him. The Gentile delegation was more

Rev. Dr. lliff, Mr. Schroeder, to whom 
Roberts interposed rather sensational ob- 
jection on Saturday. and the others who 
have come on from Utah to direct the 
proceedings against him. 

The committee remained in private ses- 
sion until noon. when an adjournment 
was taken until 10 o'clock tomorrow, 
when the actual hearing of the witnesses 
will begin. Chairman Tayler,* of Ohio, 
stated that the former hearing had de- 
veloped that Mr. Roberts declined to ap- 
pear as a witness. but submitted a stalte- 
ment for the purpose of forming an issue 
and bringing ‘the matter to a focus. 
Now the committee was prepared for the 
first time to hear witnesses and those 
who appeared tomorrow would be heard, 
although there would be no subpoenas 
issued at present. 

Mr. Tayler added that 
here did not mean that 
would not go to Utah. It was sincerely 
anxious to escape the trip, he said, and 
it was probable that some means would 
be found to avoid it. 

Mr. Roberts saw Mr. Tayler as soon as 
the committee adjourned and submitted 
his brief on the demurrer against the 
authority of the committee. He also 
asked if it was definitely understood he 
would be admitted to all hearings when 
testimony or argument was heards and 
Mr. Tayler assured him in the ofivtnn 
tive, 

Mr. Roberits’s brief is a lerighty legal 
argument against the rights of the com- 
mittee. He urges that the constitution 
gives protection against trial without due 
process of law; aiso against taking prop- 
erty, such as the salary of an oftice, 
without due process of law.

Editer ConstitutionsAt last night's 
meeting of the police commission, a 
body empowered to try violations of 
duty by the police and detective de- 
partnients, Hon. J. G. Woodward, 
mayor, charged that “he detectives of 
the city of Atlanta, instead of devot- 
ing themselves to the weighing of 
coal, had largely confined their ordi- 
nary efforts to the svuppressicn of 
gambling. With this I have nothing 
to do. If the mavor does not desire 
gambling in the city suppressed, that 
lies between him and his observance 
of nis offic:. 

He goes further, however, according 
to the public print, and charges, as 
certain headlines annouree, ‘“‘that the 
city detectives stand in with county 
officials in making gambling cases; 
that they get a part of the ¢ Money 
they cause men to pay when they are 
caught gambling.’’ 

Chairman Patterson, who is chalir- 
man of the board empowered to try 
and dismiss members of the _ polica 
force for violating rules of the de- 
partment, is quoted as saying: ‘That 
men have been to him with com- 
plaints about being forced to go and 
pay fines when caught gambling, and 
when there had been no indictments: 
but the trouble was that these men 
did not wish to have their names used 
as witnesses.”’

If, in answer to these questions, I 
find that a few comments may be re- 
quired, I shall cheerfully give them 
without fear and with some distinct- 
ness. As one of the county officials, I 
feel that it is necessary for me to 
make the foregoing inquiries, with the 
hope that in thé interest of public jus- 
tice something definite may result. 
Generalization may be sufficient for 
a private individual who is temporar- 
ily upset, but a public official of the 
highest standing. as these two gentle- 
men, must necessarily have some as- 
sured facts within their knbwiedge be- 
fore making such wholesale charges 
against their own department. I ask 
for these facts.

however, General Sherman's steady ad- 
vance was continued until, on the 10th of 
December, his four army corps came 
irto position before the western lines, 
hastily constructed for the protection 
of the land approaches to the city of Sa- 
vannah. These lines, the right of which 
rested upon the Savannah river at Wil- 
liamson’s plantation, and the left upon 
the Little Ogeechee near the railroad 
crossing, armed at intervals with siege 
and field pieces, ‘were defended by a gar- 
rison of some ten thousand men, under 
the command of Lieutenant General Wil- 
Mam J. Hardee. Upon reaching his ob- 
jective, the northern chief took steps for 
the immediate investment of the town. 
Three days later came Hazen’s capture of 
Fort McAllister—that dauntless sentinel 
at the mouth of the Great Ogeechee river 
—and thereby his plans were considerably 
expedited. As a consequence Sherman 
was enabled freely to communicete with 
the federal fleet awaiting his arrival to 
establish a convenient base of supplies 
for his army, and to procure heavy ord- 
nance wherewith to prosecute the siege 
of Savannah. Longer tenure of that city 
by’ the confederates being now imprac- 
ticable, arrangements ‘were accordingly 
made for its early evacuation. This was 
accomplished during the night of the 20th 
of December, ‘when the Confederate gar- 
rison, crossing the Savannah river on 
pontoon bridges, retreated to Hardeeville, 
in South Carolina. Three days prior to 
that melancholy event demand for Gen- 
eral Hardee’s surrender had been pre- 
ferred, which had been unqualifiedly re- 
fused. Alluding to the evacuation, we 
would say that the dangerous movement 
was executed in the actual] presence of the 
enemy. on both sides of the stream. Had 
they been aware of what was noiselessly 
transpiring, the federals, with their pre- 
dominant numbers, might easily have 
prevented the satisfactory outcome of the 
affair. With a view to deadening the 
sound, the pontoon bridges were thickly 
overthrown with rice straw, and during 
the eventful passage of the river, while 
forty-nine pieces of artillery, with ap- 
purtenahces, were withdrawn but a sin- 
gle battery wagon was lost. 

With the retreat of Hardee and his con- 
federates, the beautiful city of Oglethorpe 


unresistingly passed into the possession of 


General Sherman, and his vaunted march | 


to the sea thus became a “onsummated 
historica] fact. The state of Georgia, now 
bereft of her defenders, lay at the mercy 
of the malignant conqueror, the track 
of whose invasion—between fifty and 
sixty miles in ‘width—was marked by 
every token of spoiiation and demolition. 
The vandal wish of the northern chieftain 
was gratified, amd he had succeeded in 
glouriously “ruining’’ the commonwealth. 
The endamagement directly referrable to 
the Savannah campaign, by his own ad- 
mission, aggregated one hundred millions 
of doliars. One-filth of that amount he 
reported as having enured to the benefit 
of his expedition.

course to an appeal to any member of 
the visiting board, which he ‘had not seen 
fit to make. It sustained the action of 
Dr. Holmes and declared that the officers 
of the institution were blameless.

The report of the fhedica!l board of the 
hospital, which was reaJj vesterday, is 
as follows: 

To the Honorable Mayor and General Coun- 
cil.—Gentleman: In obedience to the accom- 
panying resolution «f your honorable body, the 
medical board of the Grady hospital respect- 
fully reports: 

That the rules of the hospital, as in all sim- 
ilar institutions, prohibiting the ‘reception of 
chronic, incurable and contagious cases is in- 
If this rule should not be en- 
forced the hospital would soon degenerate into 
a city almshouse and pesthouse, filled with the 
helpless indigent, to the exclusion of a large 
class of eitizens for whom it was specially de- 
scigned, and to whom it is of inestimable bene- 
fit. The ambulance surgeon is under this rule. 
It Is his duty to observe it and enforce it. The 
responsibility of its faithful application rests 
mainly with him, and his judgment, under ordi- + 
nary circumstances, must, of necessity, be re- 
‘led upon to determine what cases to receive. 
or to reject. In doubtful cases, the matter is 
referred, for investigation, to the house physi- 
tion or to a Member of the medical board. If 
the determination of admissions should be left 
to the judgment of outside parties, here and 
there, either physicians or others, confusion and 
chaos would speedily ensue. 

Good order and good disciplin@é cannot be 
maintained if the varbtous employees of the 
hospital are vested with a wide discretion and 
are allowed to suspend or to change the estab- 
lished rules at pleasure. Discretion, in these 
cases, resides alone where it belongs, in the 
chief of the house staff and in the members of 
the medical board. 

If in the present instance appeal had been 
made to the house physician or to any mem- 
ber of the medical board, instead of to the 
newspapers it would have received prompt at- 


‘tention, and the case would have been decided

In the judgment of this board, no fault at- 
taches to the ambulance surgeon, Dr. Holmes. 
He discharged his duty, as he understood it, 
fearlessly and faithfully, and for so doing he 
does not deserve rebuke or censure.

—_ 


Everything Else Has Gone Up, Making 
Operation More Expensive. 


PRICE OF COAL IS INCREASED 


Dealers Charge the Consumers Much 
More Than Last Year. 


THE CARRIERS GIVE TH:IR REASONS 


There Does Not Seem To Be Any 
Prospect of the Advance Being 
Withdrawn by Companies. 


The railway companies in this terri- 
tory do not see their way clear to rescind 
their decision to advance coal rates 10 
cents per ton December 15th. 

Chairman Trammell, of the Georgia rail- 
road commission, addressed a letter on 
December 3d to tne traffic officials of the 
c6al roads in Georgia, swegesting to them 
that it would be well not to increase the 
coal rates at this time. Colonel Trammell 
argued ithat while the rates on coal are 
very low, the coal enables manufacturers 
to turn ovt preducts on which the roads 
get a very fair revenue. He thought that 
the increase would be a hardship on fn- 
dustries in general, and that in the re- 
adjustment-of rates, the results might 
be disastrous both to the roads and to 
the industries. , 

Only one or two replies had been re- 
ceived up to yesterday by the commis- 
sion. Viee President J. M. Egan, of the 
Central, wrote to Colonel Trammell, set- 
ting out the reasons which have prompt- 
ed the railroads to increase coal rates. 
He stated thet nearly ail the railways 
in Georgia haw: expenied large sums of 
money to: encourage new incustries, and 
have advertised, at great expense to 
the resources of Georega. 
This has been done by the roads to in- 
crease the population and to increase the 
state’s productive capacity.
